Have Lost 6,409 Oh the Sea.

Typhoid Is Always Caused by Care­ 


lessness 
or 
Negligence 
in 


Regard to the Disposal of 
Sewage Matter. 


The floods 
which 
have 
recently 
done so much damage in various parts 
of Missouri will increase the danger 
of typhoid fever, which has been quite 
prevalent in Missouri for the last twro 
years, according to Ifr.M. P. Ravenel, 
professor of bacteriology and preven­ 
tive medicine at the 
U niversity 
of 
Missouri. 
Dr. Ravenel also says that the sea­ 
son when typhoid 
is 
prevalent 
is 
coming on, and he w arns everyone to 
take precaution against this disease. 
“Typhoid fever is always caused by 
carelessness or negligence in regard 
to the disposal of sewage from hu­ 
man beings,’* said Dr. Ravenel. 
“It 
is everywhere a disease for the health 
authorities to deal w ith, and prevent 
by insuring a pure whaler supply and 
the proper disposal of the sewage. 
“However, we have 
another 
safe­ 
guard which has given rem arkable re­ 
sults—antityphoid vaccination. 
This 
consists of three injections which are 
given at intervals of ten days. 
There 
is hut little discomfort attending the 
injections and the protection 
is 
al­ 
most absolute. 
In the United States 
arm y last year, consisting 
of 
more 
than 90,000 men, there was only one 
case of typhoid in a vaccinated sol­ 
dier and in our army and navy, con­ 
sisting of practically 
130,000' 
men, 
there were only nine cases of typhoid 
fever in 1913, a result which has not 
been attained anywhere else in the 
wrorld. 
Several of these cases have 
occurred in the recruits who had not 
yet completed their vaccination. 
The 
vaccine is manufactured and stan d ­ 
ardized in the laboratories of the de­ 
partm ent of preventive 
medicine 
of 
the 
University 
of Missouri, and is 
sent free to any registered physician 
in the state . Directions are sent with 
each package.

any American vessel carrying contra­ 


band. 
The tw*o points made by the 


United States are rejected 
by 
Ger­ 


many. 
One was the statem ent of the Amer­ 
ican government that prize court pro­ 
ceedings made unnecessary delay, and 
the other was that the destruction of 
Hie Frye w*as “unquestionably a vio­ 
lation of the obligation imposed on 
the imperial government under exist­ 
ing treaty stipulations 
between 
the 
United States and Prussia.” 
Under the Prussian-Ameriean trea- 
yt, the binding force of which was 
admitted by Germany, the right of 
citizens to ship ammunition in their 
own vessels was granted in time of 
war, but each party had the right to 
detain such contraband 
and 
make 
payment for it if confiscated . It is 
claimed that while the treaty did not 
specifically permit the destruction of 
a ship, nevertheless, it could in the 
extreme case be affected by the de­ 
struction of the contraband and the 
ship carrying it. 
International law*, outside of treaty 
stipulations, has contained 
many 
a 
moot case on that point. 
While the 
declaration of London established in 
case of military necessity a ship of 
more than half contraband could be 
destroyed, the declaration w as n ot ra t­ 
ified by the United States, express no­ 
tice having been given by the Ameri­ 
can government to Germany that the 
declaration was not regarded as iii 
force* The note says: 
“The German 
government 
cannot 
admit that as the American govern­ 
ment assumed the destruction of the 
vessel mentioned constitutes a viola­ 
tion of the treaty between the United 
States and Prussia, and now is ap­ 
plicable to the present case. 
“These treaties did not have the in­ 
tention of depriving one of the con­ 
tracting parties engaged in war of the 
right of stopping the vessels carrying 
contraband . On the contrary article 
IJ of the Prussian-Ameriean treaty of 
July ll, 1799, especially reserves the 
right to stop the carrying of contra­ 
band. 
It follows then that if it can­ 
not be accomplished in any other way 
the stopping of the supply may in the 
extreme case be effected by destruc­ 
tion of the contraband and the ship 
carrying it. 
As a m atter of course, 
the obligation of the party at war to 
pay compensation to the neutral con­ 
tracting party remains in force. 
“According 
to 
general 
principles 
any exercise of the right of control 
over trade in contraband is subject 
to the decision of the prize courts.”

PECULIAR 
DISEASE 
IN 
SILAGE 
CAUSES FARMERS CONSID­ 
ERABLE WORRY NOW. 


Is Not Believed That the Mold Ha* 
Caused 
Death 
Among 
Stock, 
According to the Colum­ 
bia Professors. 
r 


For the last three or four years 
Missouri farmers who own silos have 
noticed the growth of a peculiar red 
mold in the silage. In some years it 
has appeared only in small quantities, 
but in others it has appeared at a 
depth of as much as fifteen feet and 
has infected areas two or three feet 
square, often adhering to the sides of 
the silos . Several farmers have writ­ 
ten to the college of agriculture of 
the Universit of Missouri asking what 
the cause of this mold is and what to 
do to stop its ravages. 
Experiments conducted in the lab- 
orator of the department of botany 
show' that the growth does not occur 
without the presence of free oxygen. 
Its occurrence in the lower depth of 
silos is probably due to the fact that 
the silage when packed was not suf­ 
ficiently tramped. 
Another factor which has some in­ 
fluence on the presence of molds in 
silage is that of moisture. Very often 
silage is put away too dry. 
Molds 
develop in much greater abundance 
where the silage 
is 
only 
slightly 
moist. The Chinese people use a red 
fungus—the mold of which corre­ 
sponds to the red mold of silage—in 
manufacturing red rice, a substance 


used as a food coloring and as a bev­ 
erage. 
The fact that the Chinsese do use 
the pigment in preparing a beverage 
tends to show' that the fungus is not 
poisonous. 
Many 
farmers 
thought, 


that the mold was 
causing 
death 
among stock. The mold has appeared 
in the silage on the farm used by the 
college of agriculture, but it is thought 
that no deaths have occurred among 
stock because of this growth. 
The 
mold 
has 
also 
appeared in other 


states.

tricts the only indication of war was 
the notice in the railway carriages to 
draw down the blinds, and this was 
generally disregarded.

sands of lives. 
“I was sent 
on

wild goose 
chase of trying to relieve Antwerp. 
Then my command

lais. 
Thousands 
were killed largely 
through lack of ammunition on our 
side. The men were kept in trenches 
day after day, night after night sim­ 
ply because there was nobody to re­ 
lieve them. They hung on and fought 
as well as Britons ever fought since 
the world began. 
They fought and 
they died for want of forethought. 
“We in this country have 
got to 
see to it that no more are thus sac­ 
rificed. 
“Then we were told that ammuni­ 
tion was coming along and that all 
would be well. But we have seen in 
the papers how the brilliant infantry 
attack north of La Basse was stop­ 
ped and thousands of casualties in­ 
curred owing to lack of ammunition. 
“On the day I was hit we were re­ 
lieving men 
in 
the trenches who 
were so dog-tired 
that 
they 
could 
scarcely move. 
At 
4 
o’clock in the 
morning the shelling by the Germans 
began. I had seen a certain amount 
of shelling before 
that, 
but every­ 
body agreed with me that there had 
never been anything like this in the 
history of warfare. Ten, twelve, fif­ 
teen shells at a time were bursting 
up and down the line. Our gunners 
could do 
practically 
nothing. 
The 
reason of all this was that 
we had 
had to recruit in a 
hurry 
and had 
taken mechanics, who ought to have 
remained behind to make shells. 
As 
long as we have the 
voluntary sys­ 
tem we can not really organize la­ 
bor. Contrast our position with that 
of the French, who 
quickly realized 
the likelihood of a shortage of shells 
and immediately sent back the me­ 
chanics. It is owing to the French .75 
suns that the French army has done 
so well. 
‘At the front we read in the British 
newspapers of workmen at home go­ 
ing on strike for another half-penny 
an hour, or because they are asked 
to do a bit of extra work. What would 
happen if a battalion refused to go 
into a trench because they had only 
had i day of! after doing forty-eight 
hours?

death and all its concomitants are the 
results of his disobedience in Eden.— 
Romans 5; 12. 
The 
Turning-Point—Divine 
Mercy. 
There w'as no turning point so far 
as the Divine Purpose was concerned. 
The Bible assures us that God purpos­ 
ed human redemption from sin and 
death f?*om the very beginning. But 
the first manifestation of that Pur­ 
pose w'as the turning-point so far as 
human observation discerned. 
That 
turning-point wras the birth of Jesus, 
who was born into the world, not sin­ 
ful and imperfect like Adam’s race, 
but especially born “holy, harmless, 
undefiled and separate from sinners,” 
that He might become the Redeemer 
of men and thus make possible their 
recovery front imperfect, dying con­ 
ditions. 
His birth

stands related, therefore, to the great 
Divine P lar respecting 
His 
death, 
which really began at Jordan, when 
. He consecrated Himself to death and 
was baptized bv John, and which was 
completed when on Calvary He cried, 
“It is finished!” 
The next step in the Divine Pro­ 
gram was Jesus' resurrection 
Pilt 
to death in Herb 
He was quickened 
in spirit, st ii more glorious than be­ 
fore He was made flesh. 
(Phillipians 
2:9 ll.) 
The next step in the Pro­ 
gram was the anointing of the most 
holy of His followers to 
be 
fellow- 
raembers of the same glorious com­ 
p an y under His Headship. This took 


Earth’s Coming Glory. 
The next step in the Divine Pro­ 
gram, which is about to begin, will 
require, the Bible says, a thousand 
years, and wilt accomplish all that 
God has declared. The earth will be 
brought to perfection. 
Even now we 
see evidences of this in the wonder­ 
ful fruits and flowers of our day, far 
superior to those of the past in gener­ 
al, since Eden’s bloom and beauty 
were first. 
The point we are 
err.phasiring is 
that Millennial blessings are not com­ 
ing to the world by a process of evolu 
tion, but as a result of God's lifting 
the veil from our eyes and permitting 
us to see what to do and how to do 
it.

2:3.) During this period God has been 
preparing the world for the Millen­ 
nium. 
Our great inventors acknowledge 
that their work is not so much the 
result of personal effort, but rat lier 
a kind of Inspiration. 
Their eyes of 
understanding opened, 
and 
things 
kept secret since the foundation of 
the world stood plainly before them 
and were readily put into practical 
form. 
It is the same respecting the 
progress in Bible study and in the 
understanding of the Divine Plan of 
the Ages. 
It came, not by plodding 
study, hilt rather as an illumination of 
the mind by the Holv 
Spirit; 
for 
God's due time had come when those 
of honest mind 
should 
know 
the 
Truth. 
It is difficult for us to Imagine that 
such wonderful conditions as have 
become common in 
our 
day—such 
wonderful knowledge of the Bible as 
is now possible to God s Elect, and 
such wonderful fruits, flowers* etc. 
should be only the beginning of God's 
blessings. Yet it must be so; it must 
be that we are merely on the verge 
of still greater things—physical and 
mental blessings for all mankind.

We now see clearly that the horn 
hie doctrines of the Dark Ages so be 
clouded our mental vision and so 
stagnated thought as to handicap the 
world in respect to every m atter o 
progress 
and 
intelligence. 
Our 
creeds of the Dark Ages deceived us 
into thinking of the Almighty as 
cunning, powerful Being 
who 
had 
planned our injury before the founds 


there begun has continued for more, 
than eighteen centuries. As our Lore? 
there anointed the most holy of the 
Jews and continued to anoint all who 
would be members of the Body of 
Christ, so in due time Ile began to 
anoint the most holy amongst the Gen­ 
tile*;—those who would become mem­ 
bers of the same Body, which is His 
Church. 
The Divine Purpose is 
that 
the 
risen Christ, the second Adam, shall 
have a Bride class, the second Eve— 
a 
Divinely 
foreordained 
number. 
These eighteen centuries have been 
us*>d of the Lord for the selection or 
election, of this Church to be His 
joint heirs in His Kingdom; and as 
soon as this elect number shall have 
been dem onstrated, their loyalty prob­ 
ed, etc., this Age will cod anti the 
Noir Age be filly inaugurated. Many 
Bible students agree with me that we 


place at Pentecost, and

w ork (lion of the world, who purposed to 
torture eternally more than ninety 
am e per cent of the billions He had 
created. 
Under these mental delu­ 
sions, the Bible came back to God’s 
people after it had been explained by 
the creeds for twelve hundred years. 
When our fathers began to study the 
Bible afresh, their minds were so

they were looking for devilish things 
and made them out of Scriptural state­ 
ments which had no such significance. 
Our Unscriptural Expectations. 
Christians have long realised that 
God does not

condition. But they

all her people are christians. In this 
fashion they 
have 
been attem pting

while wre believe that 
in every na­

denomination 
there 
are 
some true saints 
of 
God, members 
therefore of the true church of God, 
nevertheless, taken as a whole, can 
we not see that what Jesus said of 
some in His day must be applicable 
in what today is 
styled christendom 
—“Ye are of your father, the devil; 
for his works ye do.” 
We ask ourselves, Arc the people 
of Europe doing the works of God of 
of the devil? 
The apostle tells us 
that “if any many have not the spirit 
of Christ, he is none of H is;” 
that 
the fruits of Christ's spirit are meek­ 
ness, gentleness, patience, 
brotherly 
kindness, love; that 
anger, 
malice, 
hatred, envy, strife are works of the 
flesh and of 
the 
devil. 
“By 
their 
fruits ye shall know them,” said the 
Master. 
Surely 
we 
ought to know 
that some huge 
m istake 
has been 
made when the 
people 
of Europe 
have 
been 
styled 
christendom— 
Christ's kingdom—and why they are 
enrolled as christians. 
How sad the mistake which occur­ 
red when the “doctrines of demons” 
were brought in! 
Now we see that 
he Bible tells a very different story. 
It tells that God’s 
time 
for saving 
the world from sin and death will be 
during the thousand years of Christ’s 
Millennial reign, and that then they 
shall have 
every 
good opportunity 
that Divine wisdom, love and justice 
will arrange on their behalf. 
The dead are not in heaven nor in 
the Catholic purgatory 
nor 
in the 
still worse 
Protestant

ture. They are asleep, as the Bible 
declares. 
But 
for

from Parsons, Kas., where

been doing shop work, that he was 
very much alive. 
The elder Hayes then made an ef­ 
fort to learn the real identity of the 
man he had identified as his son, but 
efforts proved futile. 
Mr. Staley, however, as well as Cor* 
oner D. P. Dyer, received numerous 
letters from all parts of the country 
relating to missing men, and descrip­ 
tions of several came in through the 
mails, but none tallied with that of 
the dead man until a few days ago

Pa., stating she belived the dead man 
her brother, whom she had not heard 
from since September 26, 1913.

Montana, but after the letter a few 
days ago Mr. Staley sent a message 
to her, asking for a photograph, and 
this likeness of her missing brother 
has just been received.

at the scene of the accident after it 
was reported to the local authorities.

We cannot depend very 
much on the w eather to assist us in 
fighting this pest, but we ourselves 
can do a great deal if we only will. 
The key to the plans of w arfare is 
just a small part of the life history 
of this pest. 
Its food is the juice of 
the w heat plant. 
During

when there is no juice in the w heat 
plant is when the wheat begins to 
ripen . Until the volunteer

sowing appears this pest is found in 
w hat we term the resting stage. 
It 
is nearly always found at this time in 
the first or second joint above the 
ground. 
This would indicate that in cutting 
the wheat we should cut as high as 
possible, thus leaving the “flax seed” 
on the wheat stubble . These remain 
in a dormant state from two to four 
or five weeks after the w heat has 
been harvested, depending Very large-

This early complete plowing is help­ 
ful is not only reducing the fly, but 
is a great benefit when w heat is to 
follow 
wheat.

equal, I would rather have three acres 
plowed deeply in July than five acres 
plowed late in September. 
Another m atter at this 
time

which attention might be called is 
the fact that a great many specula­ 
tors are doing all they can to pound 
the price of wheat down. 
It is very 
evident that nine times out of ten it 
will be profitable to store our wheat. 
Speculators take advantage of the sit­ 
uation at threshing time and the far­ 
m er gets the lowest price that is pos­ 
sible during the year. 
When wheat prices came up last 
year it is very safe to say that not 
more than one farm er in six had any 
wheat to sell. 
It is very evident that 
the increase in the price of wheat 
does 
not 
do 
the 
average 
farmer 
any good. 
After we have spent a year with 
our hard labor and taken all sorts of 
chances and risks by not providing 
means of storing our wheat, the deal­ 
er reaps all the profit. 
The differ­ 
ence between about 70 cents a bush­ 
el, which was paid last fall, at thresh­ 
ing time, and almost twice that much 
within ninety days afterward, was a 
splendid profit th a t went 
into

pocket of the dealer.

Cabbage, sprouts or cau­ 
liflower in varying degrees of fresh­ 
ness and potatoes constitute the rest 
of th staple fare of Britain. 
Lentils 
are 
better 
known 
than 
beans and are beginning to have a 
small vogue as a meat substitute. But 
about the only bean is 
the 
French 
haricot. 
The small white bean, the staple 
food of the western ranches, the min­ 
ing and laboring home of America, 
and also the large red bean, have yet 
to be introduced in the British Isles. 
In no respect are the British more 
conservative than in the matter of 
food, but the war has already work­ 
ed many changes and the recent in­ 
crease in meat prices, amounting to 
from 3 to 4 cents a pound, may help 
along the cause of the bean.

W hen half grown,) I give them a bran 
mash early in the morning before they 
go off and usually put in a little sul­ 
phur, tincture of iron or a liberal al­ 
lowance of charcoal.

F arm poultry is Usually very imifch 
neglected because most people think 
fowls can find most of their feed dur­ 
ing the w arm w eather and farm work 
presses and tim e is precious w hen any­ 
thing th a t does not plainly show the 
necessity for attention, is likely to be 
left undone. 
As a m atter of fact poultry requires 
attention every day in th e year, and 
th ere are m any duties about the poul­ 
try yard th a t call for performance, 
especially during tile sum m er n in th s . 
I think the most im portant thing 
th a t calls for attention during the 
sum m er m onths is the destruction of 
insect pests c r m easures to prevent 
them from appearing a t all. 
It is entirely unnecessary to have in ­ 
sects about a poultry house, and I 
look upon their presence as proof 
positive of carelessness. 
The very 
best way to combat is to begin before 
they appear, and prevent them from 
appearing at all 
* This is about the easiest task that 
can be set for a pouitryman. 
I have for m any years kept my poul­ 
try hour a free from all kinds 0/ bisect 


pests by using common coal oil once 
a week. I simply swab the perches, 
top, bottom and sides, every square 
inch of the surface every week with 
coal oil. 
I use a common paint brush and ap­ 
ply the oil liberally. 
Occasionally I 
go over the walls with the oil; this and 
two liberal coats of whitewash on the 
inside of the house will keep insects 
from getting a lodgment or an oppor­ 
tunity. to increase. 
The whitewash helps to keep the 
poultry house in a sanitary condition, 
but attention to cleanliness and plenty 
of sunshine is better. 
Clean the house often and have big 
windows facing south which are kept 
open so the sun can .shine into the 
house, and microbes will not flourish. 
The poultry house in which foul odors 
abide is not fit for fowls to sleep in. 
Fowls should be fed as regularly 
in the sum m er as at any other time, 
but the quantity of feed may be con­ 
siderably reduced if the birds have the 
freedom cf the farm.
